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Report /from the President ...

The year 1956 was one of particular sig¬ 
nificance to Lucky Stores, Inc. We not only 
passed, by a substantial margin, the magi¬ 
cal one hundred million dollar mark in 
sales volume, but exceeded all previous 
sales and earnings records. 

In keeping with the policy established by 
management and the Board of Directors 
to geographically diversify the company’s 
operations, the merger with Dolly Madi¬ 
son International Foods, Ltd. brought to 
us the chain of ten Jim Dandy stores in 
Los Angeles. In addition. Food Basket 
stores, with six large super markets in San 
Diego, and the thirty-two Cardinal stores 
in the Sacramento area were consolidated 
with your company. The aforementioned 
companies have been merged into Lucky 


Stores, Inc. We now have a total of 96 
stores throughout California, including the 
Lucky stores in operation in 1955 and the 
nine stores constructed in 1956. 

These nine new super markets, all of 
which are presently producing a relatively 
satisfactory return on the investment, are 
expected to show further improvement as 
we are able to obtain full results from our 
merchandising techniques, thereby attract¬ 
ing new customers in their respective shop¬ 
ping areas. The integration of the individual 
units into an overall enterprise is resulting 
in economies and efficiencies that should 
contribute materially to increased earnings. 
We will continue to expend further efforts 
to obtain maximum benefits. 













Sales... 




Total sales for 1956, including all divisions, 
amounted to $1 18,598,885 compared with 
$44,841,656 in 1955. On a pro-forma 
basis, giving effect to the sales of the new 
companies consolidated with Lucky Stores, 
Inc. in 1956, sales for 1955 would have 
been approximately $99,000,000. 

All divisions participated in establishing 
these new all-time records, and it is grati¬ 
fying to witness the ever-increasing pa¬ 
tronage that is attracted through our strict 
adherence to high standards of quality and 
by the cooperative spirit shown by the 
personnel in all departments. 


Earnings... 

Consolidated pre-tax profit for the year 
totaled $4,226,330 and after providing 
$2,056,230 for Federal income taxes, net 
income amounted to $2,170,100 — equiv¬ 
alent to $1.31 per share on the 1,648,430 


common shares outstanding December 30, 
1956. After excluding a non-recurring 
profit of $452,920, pre-tax profit would 
have been $3,773,410 and net income 
would have been $ 1,830,410 or $ 1.11 per 
share. This represents an increase of 20 
percent over the 93 cents earned in 1955. 

It is well to note that the fourth quarter 
of 1956 (the only period of the year in 
which management had full access to the 
functions of all of the merged companies) 
produced pre-tax profits of $1,202,616. 
This was accomplished without the benefit 
of any non-recurring income. The ratio 
of profit to sales was either maintained or 
increased even though large, unusual ex¬ 
penses were absorbed for new store open¬ 
ings, trading stamps, and other extra 
corporate expenses incident to the afore¬ 
mentioned consolidations. 

It is believed, after analyzing last year's 
operations thoroughly and taking into ac¬ 
count the fact that special circumstances 
caused lower than average earnings in the 
Food Basket and Cardinal divisions during 
the first quarter of 1956, that confidence 
can be attached to thinking in terms of 
increased profits in 1957.

Finances... 

Your company’s cash and working capital 
positions increased substantially during 
1956. On December 30, 1956 the net 
current assets of the company amounted 
to $7,809,597; cash balances were 
$5,371,697. In addition to the cash and 
working capital stated above, both fig¬ 
ures will be increased by approximately 
$600,000 April 1, 1957 through a previ¬ 
ously arranged commitment with Massa¬ 
chusetts Mutual Life Insurance Company 
and Occidental Life Insurance Company. 
Total unsecured long term debt at that time 
will amount to $4,500,000. This financing 
was successfully negotiated in October of 
1956 at interest rates which are considered 
satisfactory in view of the subsequent trend 
in the money market. 

In April of 1956 all of the outstanding 
5 l /z percent cumulative preferred stock of 
the company was redeemed. This required 
an expenditure of $473,383, including 
accrued dividends. 


Outlook... 


A review of these finances reflects a posi¬ 
tion which should permit your company to 
operate efficiently and to take advantage of 
new business opportunities that might be 
presented and which will enable us to sup¬ 
ply the needs of an ever-expanding popu¬ 
lation in the western areas. 

It is the intention of your management 
and your Board of Directors to continue 
the policy of geographical diversification 
and to invest in and develop new stores 
within our operating divisions. It is also 
our intention to watch carefully the trends 
of our industry, as well as those of general 
economics and to keep pace through ap¬ 
propriate policies that will increase the 
stature of Lucky Stores, Inc. 

We are presently proceeding with the 
construction of nine new super markets — 
one in Los Angeles, three in the San Fran¬ 
cisco Bay area, two in Sacramento, and 
three in San Diego. Other locations for new 
units are in various stages of negotiation, 
and it is conceivable that additional units 
could become a reality in 1957.

Notes to Financial Statements 


NOTE 1 — Basis of preparation of statements: 

Dolly Madison International Foods, Ltd. was merged into Lucky on March 14 
1956 and in connection with the merger Lucky issoed 700,000 shares of com¬ 
mon stock and 223,130 shares of Lucky owned by Dolly Madison were retired. 
Effective July 31 1956, 167,900 shares of Lucky common stock were issued in 
exchange for the outstanding capital stock of Food Basket which was merged 
into Lucky on September 28 1956. Effective December 14 1956, 173,535 shares 
of Lucky common stock were issued in exchange for the outstanding capital 
stock of Cardinal Grocery Stores, Inc. which was merged into Lucky on Decem¬ 
ber 20 1956. On December 21 1956, 16,562 shares of Lucky common stock 
were issued in exchange for 625 shares (50% of the outstanding capital stock) 
of Serv-U-Meat Markets; the remaining 50% of outstanding capital stock of 
Serv-U was acquired in the merger with Cardinal. 

The foregoing transactions were considered to be poolings of interests and 
the balances for all companies of “capital in excess of par value of stock 
outstanding” and “income retained in the business” have been carried for¬ 
ward with appropriate adjustments in connection with the capital stock issued 
and retired. The statement of income for the fifty-two weeks ending Decem¬ 
ber 30 1956 includes the earnings of Jim Dandy Division of Dolly Madison 
(the other divisions of Dolly Madison having been disposed of prior to or about 
the time of merger), Food Basket, and Cardinal from January 1 1956 to the 
dates of the respective mergers, and of Serv-U from January 1 1956 to 
December 30 1956. 

NOTE 2 - Inventories: 

Inventories at December 30 1956 are priced at cost or market, whichever is 
lower, on the same basis as at the beginning of the year except for minor 
changes in method of determining cost; such changes had no material effect 
on the net income for the fifty-two weeks ended December 30 1956. 

NOTE 3 - Notes Payable: 

Notes payable at December 30 1956 comprised the following:

The Company has also entered into an agreement providing for loans of a 
face amount totaling $2,500,000 to be made in April 1957. The net proceeds 
($2,434,500) to the Company will be used to repay the unsecured 4V4% loan

and to provide additional working capital. These loans will bear interest at 
4.75% per annum and will be due in annual instalments of $166,000 commenc¬ 
ing in April 1958. 

The loan agreement applicable to the 4.65% loans provides for certain 
restrictions on dividend payments, etc. as explained in Note 6.

Substantially all stores operated by the Company are leased. The leases in 
effect at December 30 1956 provide for minimum annual rentals of approxi¬ 
mately $1,600,000 of which about $860,000 represents rentals under leases 
expiring within fifteen years. Most of the leases also require payment of 
property taxes and insurance and provide for additional rentals if sales exceed 
specified amounts. Leases of fixtures and equipment (expiring in five years 
in most cases) provide for annual rentals of approximately $150,000. 

NOTE 5 - Incentive stock option plan: 

At January 1 1956, there were 9,900 shares of common stock under option 
at $7 per share and 3,100 shares under option at $13 per share; these options 
expire January 19 1959 and September 12 1960, respectively. During 1956, 
options were granted to purchase 18,650 common shares at $12.47 per share 
and 26,150 shares at $11.40 per share; these options expire as shown In the 


following table:

In 1956, options to purchase 3,150 shares at $7 per share were exercised 
and options to purchase 300 shares at $13 per share and 5,000 shares at $11.40 
per share terminated. At December 30 1956, there were 6,750 shares under 
option at $7 per share, 2,800 shares at $13 per share, 18,650 shares at $12.47 
per share, and 21,150 shares at $11.40 per share. At January 1 1956 and at 
December 30 1956 there were 24,700 and 17,621 unoptioned shares, respec¬ 
tively, available under the plan. 

NOTE 6 - Income retained for use in the business: 

Under the 4.65% loan agreement (see Note 3), the Company may not pay 
dividends or purchase, redeem or retire any shares of stock of the Company 
except out of 75% of earnings subsequent to July 1 1956, plus $900,000. In 
addition, the Company must maintain working capital in an amount at least 
equal to the greater of (a) $5,000,000, or (b) one and one-quarter times the un¬ 
secured funded indebtedness of the Company then outstanding, and must at 
all times maintain current assets at' least equal to one and one-half times 
current liabilities. Income retained for use in the business restricted by these 
provisions was approximately $5,900,000 at December 30 1956.

In our opinion, the accompanying consolidated state¬ 
ment of financial position and the related consolidated state¬ 
ments of income, income retained for use in the business, and 
capital in excess of par value of stock outstanding, together 
with the notes thereto, present fairly the position of Lucky 
Stores, Inc. and its subsidiaries at December 30, 1956 and 
the results of their operations for the fiscal year (52 weeks) 
then ended, in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the pre¬ 
ceding year. Our examination of such statements was made in 
accordance with generally accepted auditing standards, and 
accordingly included such tests of the accounting records and 
such other auditing procedures as we considered necessary in 
the circumstances.
